FOREST FABLES AND FOREST FACTS 

Editor Bulletin: The Sault Ste. Marie Star, 
speaking of government forest statistics, has the 
following to say: 

“The Star has never met an experienced bush- 
man who agrees with the estimates of timber re- 
sources given out by the government. It has met 


few government employees who take these figures 
seriously.” 

Not only are these guvermment estimates of the 
remaining supply 


not to be taken seriously but 


wicked deception. The letest figures given out 
state that the annual forest denletion through cut- 
ting amounts to 3,056.000,000 cubic feet and the de- 
pletion caused by fire, insects, disease, wind, 
drought and waste in logging is only estimated at 
1,046,000,000 cubic fect. 

A previous government estimate claimed that 
four and one half feet of wood had been destroyed 
for very foot utilized. Even this estimate was over 
conservative as it has been proved that over iarge 
areas twenty feet have been destroyed by fire alon 
for very foot utliized and in the case of British 
Columbia the ratio of waste to utilization has been 
estimated at 5% utilization to 95% waste. More 
timber has been destroyed in that province by fire 
than there is now remaining in all Canada. 

Under these circirsstances could there be any 
more wicked deception than the figures now given 
out by the bureau of statictics? If there had only 
been one-third or even one-half as much waste 
as was eul, there would be just as much forest 
standing in Canada today as when the white man 
came, while as a matter of fact the forested area 
of this continent is now only estimated at about 
ten per cent. of the land area, which furnishes 
positive proof of the ~normous waste and that these 
government figures are pure fables. What right 
have our officials to hold out this absolutely false 
hope, while the last of our trees are being either 
cut down or burned up? 

In any event we are already past the danger 
point and are today suffering severely from a short- 
age of forested area. Confirmation of this is found 
in every cyclone, flood, drought, forest fire, ex- 
treme of temperature and crop failure. . 

Oswald Spengier in an article entitled “Our 


Barks are Toward t*: Wall,” in a recent issue of | 


“Mercury,” seys: . 

“The picture of the earth, with its plants, ani- 
mals and men has altered. In a few decades most 
of the great forests have gone and climatic changes 
have been thereby set efoot which imperil the land- 
economy of whole populstions.”

What certain food do you avoid? Some people 


cannot eat strawberries without a skin rash, others 


avoid eggs while some have such a violent aversion 
to milk that the sight of it is nauseating. Shell-fish 
are blamed for producing unpleasant symptoms in 


others. Probably, for any food you may mention you 


would find at least one human being who has diffi- 
| culty in tolerating it. This peculiar reaction which 
} One may develop toward food is the basis cf the 
saying “One man’s meéat is another man’s poison.” 
The strange sensitiveness which some individuals 
develop toward certain foods is called “allergy” and 
| refers to an exaggerated reaction to foods which 
| are wholesome to others. This abnormal reaction 
may be so extreme that very small amounts of the 
| special food will cause vomiting, abdominal pains, 
diarrhea, and even convulsions, with death ensuing 
in a few cases. In other cases the offending food 
may cause such symptoms as: skin disorders similar 
to some types of eczema; giant hives or large red 
wheals which itch intensely; attacks of hay fever 
or asthma, swellings over the body such as puffi- 
ness of the face or hands; headache; dizziness, etc. 
The foods most frequentiy found to cause trouble 
are the profeins such as eggs and milk; however, 
non-protein foods may also be responsible. Many

itesimal element in the food, as for example, a sub- 
ject who becomes ill after eating rooster meat but 
gets along fine on hen meat.

The symptoms are not always due to eating a 
food, they may also result if certain substances are 
breathed in through the lungs, or enter through a

ragweed pollen, may set up such an irritation in a 
susceptible person 2s to cause an attack of hay 
fever, skin rash, or swelling. Orris root feather pil- 
lows, dandruff from animals, furs, dust, smoke, glue, 
roses, ink and many other substances are frequently 
blamed by people who spend their lives trying to 
avoid them. 

Another group of subjects will state that they 
} exhibit unusual reactions to heat or cold; those who 
can't stand heat well will suffer during the summer 
and those who never feel well when they are cold 
will find the sweltering summer months enjoyable. 
The patients who belong to the heat or cold sensi- 
tive type have been found to show failure to adjust 
themselves to sudden changes in weather and are 
known to suffer often from colds than normal 
people do, 

Those suffering from a sensitivity to food will be 
pleased to know that I have found in my investiga- 
tions that every one of those patients can be cured 
if he is put on a properly balanced diet, so that the 
general condition of acidosis in his body is cured.

These irying days are not so good for patriots on pen 
sion. When Nelson saved England at Trafalgar, a grateful 
nation desired to show gratitude to the dead hero. It was 
@ sensual age when princes and peers flaunted mistresses 
before the public. Therefore, it had a highly artificial code 
of morals. When George wanted to settle an earldom and 
a pension in perpetuity on the descendants of the dead 
hero, he found that Nelson had no legal heir 

Nelson was the son of a poor clergyman with more 
ardour than brains. Horatio was the fifth of eight sons 
George was too prudish to settle a competence on Nelson's 
natural daughter by Emma, Lady Hamilton. 

All but one of Nelson's brothers had died before Tra 
falgar, so in Nelson's place his brother William was created 
Ear! Nelson of Trafalgar with an annuity of five thousan 
pounds a year and the gift of an estate purchased out of 
Public funds at a cost of nearly half a million dollars. Later 
it passed to Thomas Bolton, son of Nelson's sister, Mrs 
Bolton. 

All told, England, under the Act of George III, has paid 
to Bolton and his heirs, under the fiction that they are the 
heirs of the hero of Trafalgar, something over $3,000,000 
The pension is in perpetuity—unless revoked by some cour- 
ageous Parliament. 
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Through the kindness of a reader I had an opportunity 
this week to read Frances and Mason Merrill's “Nudism 
comes to America.” Returning from Europe three years 
ago with a friend who had been touring Germany, I be- 
came acquainted with the extent to which the Germans 
have been practising “nacktkultur” in private parks at 
Klingberg and elsewhere, and by students on tramps 
through the forests with the “wandervogel,” It is a revela- 
tion to learn how nudism is catching in United States.

The devotee of free physical 
culture in Germany has legal protection so long as he re- 
stricts his naked activities to reserved territory, or to un- 
frequented spots in the country. 

In France, though a society known as the Amis de Vivre 
has several branches, the French mixture of religion and 
Pornography is not helpful to the nature movement. With 
the revelation that there are five known nudists in Alberta 
and Ontario, who delight in the freedom and health of 
nudity in secluded places, there should be a revival of 
interest in hiking

It is interesting to learn from these people who play 
games without clothes or prudery, that with shame also 
g0es pruriency. Among savages it has been noted that with 
clothes comes sex-fascination. 

Even so practised a lover as Lou Tellegen in his “Women 
have been kind” remarks that his most sex-unconscious 
days were those spent modeiling in the nude with the 
beautiful girl who late: became his first wife. Now that 
nudism has arrive? in America we may see something of it 
yet in Canada—apart from the Doukhobors who are not 
nudists in the true sense. The only deterrent may be the 
new addition to the Criminal Code which provides three 
years imprisonment on summary conviction for anyo 
appearing nude, even alone end on his own pri 
exposed to public view. Aimed at the Doukhobors 
would inciude hes!th-seekers.
